There were in it, several assertions 
which were contrary to facts with 
which I have been familiar, so I would

would fain believe that from his tone, 
he sincerely bleives what he says, and 
perhaps he may bespeaking the truth: 

if so. my experience is at his service. 

Beginning with his first sentence. 

he Bays. "Signs have ruined the ed- 
ucation of hundreds and hundreds of 

deaf niut.es." Here he should have 
made if read, "the abu«« of Signs has 
Ac,' for, ifsiens have ever ruined the 
education of a deaf mute, it was, not 
by their proper use, hut abuse. 

To read I'rof. Newton's statement 
w e arc l.o understand that in the "West 
ern Institution" spoken of, the main 
Dart of the education of its pupils has 
been mere si^nis. If that, is ho we 
cannot, 1ml conclude that, the instruct 
ors in said institution, have a very mis 
taken idea as to the true purpose of 
si^rns. 

For sif, r ns. forthsir owns wtiUe, were 

never intended to form the education 
of the deaf and dumb, but as a modi

One reason why si^tis are so much 
sneered at, and particularly by hearing 
Professors, is, that they are not under 
stood by their enemies.

It takes 
only half an hour to get all there is in 
the nianuel alphabet, and not more 
than a OOUple of months to learn the 
new system of "visible Speech" but it 
takes years to become fluent with siens. 

No doubt, the gentlemen on the oth 

or side if they do not wish to. but are 
obliged to learn the language, would 
like to sneer at, the necessity, of the 
way. Another reason is, that, "visible 

speech" and some other easier learned 
methods, arc in fashion, and to escape 
being thOnght old fashioned, one must 
crow and (lap his wine's at signs. 

1 cannot agree with Prof. N. that 
the Oerinan System is better than ours. 
1 doubt, if in the short time tin' aver 
■ge deaf mute stays at school, (it has 
been shown 00 be live years) he could 
be tauedit, to near as much advantage, 
When a mute is wattbegvi with signs, 
his ability is the only limit to rapid 
learning, Does Prof. N. think there 
is no deaf niuteism among mutc/i 
taught in that, way ' Well there is. 
and plenty too if he will take the 
trouble to look. In au Institution not 
a thousand miles away where this nietli 
od is exclusively used he could find 
"a groat plenty." — » 

Some think, and not. long ago many 
more thought, that these methods are 
inseperablc. ami always will be. as the 
experience of sixty years in this country 
unequivocally shows. It is no use to 
argue, that because one method with 
special pains on exceptionally bright 
pupils, succeeds: it is better than the 

others. It is the general average thai 
decides the question. Besides if these
